Several of 
the “Jubilee” songs were given, nota­ 
bly “Swing low, sweet chariot,” and 
•‘Come along, Moses,” but In the 
main the songs were new to us. The 
best, in their o<ldity of forraatioa and 
admirable rendition, were “Coin’ to 
have a meetin’ here to-night.” and 
“Dili you ever hear tell of 'such a 
man?” but it is hard to particularize 
where all is so excellent. To-night 
the Tennesseeans willsiug at the Ken­ 
sington M. E. Church, corner of Marl­ 
borough and Richmond streets, and 
to-morro v night at the Salem M. E.

IFrom the Miner.] 
Two large families from Wasiiingt m 
Territory, one having eight and the 
other six children, arrived here recent­ 
ly with a view to making Yavapai 
county their permanent home.

H a r d y has several hundred of these 
goats at his ranch In Mojave county, 
aud informs us tUat three establish­ 
ments have already been started in 
the East for working the fleeces into 
line fabrics. There is probably no 
country on the earth so well suited for 
the raising of Angoras as the moun­ 
tains of Arizona and we'see no reason 
w h y it shall not at ho distant day be­ 
come oti3 of our leading industries. In 
addition to tiiejr wool or hair products 
they are excellent mutton, and when 
crowed upon the common goat tho 
ewes can be saved for breeding pur­ 
poses and the weathers fattened for 
mutton. The principal

mutton so desirable is, tii&t the Ango­ 
ra, like the common goat, is free from 
diseases to which sheep are liable, and 
on that account the mutton Is eaten 
with far more confidence than If the 
consumers were in constauf fear of 
scalior rot.

It is expected the Kentucky delega­ 
tion to the Republican National Con­ 
vention will bo solid for Bristow for- 
President. So far the delegates are 
instructed for him. 
AN exchange thinks it odd that 
while every decent man is horrified 
when lie hears a wife has been beaten 
by her husband, they all laugh when 
a husband is beaten by his wife. It 
is not odd, because every one knows 
that it is not one husband in a thou­ 
sand whose wife ought to whip him 
that does it. 
It is not probable that 
t lie whipping in either case improves 
the domestic virtues of the whipped 
party, but if it is a pleasure to whip 
one of thofamily, wo do not see why 
wives should not indulge in the pas­ 
time as well as their husbands. 
T h e Republican wail over the al­ 
leged discrimination of the Democrat­ 
ic majority in the lower House 
against Union soldiers In the distribu­ 
tion of offices, turns out to be entirely 
uncalled for so far as the facts are con­ 
cerned. 
Investigation shows that 
twenty-six Union soldiers hold office 
in the present Democratic house, 
while only eight were so favored by the 
last Republican Congress. Union sol­ 
diers affirm that they find more friends 
in the House now than they found at 
any time during the sixteen years 
that Congress was controlled by the 
Republicans. 
So that howl is a false 
and hypocritical one, made for polit­ 
ical effect only. 
ARE we not going a little too fast in 
the way of incuring indebtedness ? It 
is quite easy to issue bonds, but it is 
not quite so easy to pay them ofF. 
When we say “ charge it,” we should 
remember that the day will come 
when we will be asked to pay it. If 
this city and county issues the bonds 
now asked on diflcreut appropriations, 
what with the six hundred thousand 
asked for Senator J ones’ railroad and 
the Southern Pacific railroad bonds, 
the property of our citizens will be 
pledged for the payment of nearly or 
quite three million dollars to say noth­ 
ing of the taxes which must be paid. 
It is time the people began to look 
these things straight in the face. If 
the debts are made they must he met. 
Too much improvement will bankrupt 
any individual or county. 


Protection Needed. 
Iu the matter of the suit said to have 
been initiated by D alton against the 
owners of property in the heart of the 
city, covering a district reaching from 
Turn-Verein Hall to Fourth street 
aloug Spring, and along Fourth to 
Fort street, and embracing the beau­ 
tiful improvement of Mr. Titus and 
many others, we have this to say as 
a public exponent of sentiment that 
we consider the man who will quietly 
stand by and see his fellow citizen in­ 
vest all in the shape of improvements 
in property he considers his own, and 
so recognized by all the town, a dan­ 
gerous enemy to society. It is high 
time that the Legislature should do 
something to stop this iniquity, if not 
the people will be compelled to take 
the law into their own hands and de­ 
fend themselves against those who in­ 
fest the Court House seeking whom 
they may devour. Every respectable 
old .State in the Union have laws for 
the protection of citizens against this 
class of litigation, and no State’s need 
for such a law is more urgent than ours. 


A Railroad Proposition. 
The railroad mania has seized the 
people of San Luis Obispo, Santa Bar­ 
bara and Ventura counties, and they 
propose to ask from the Legislature 
permission to issue bonds to the 
amount of $500.000 by each county to 
build roads which shall give them a 
continuous rail to any part of this 
great American nation. We believe 
not one of those counties now contains 
a foot of railroad, but if tlie ability of 
tlie people is at all commensurate with 
their zeal they will soon have under 
way railroads that will give them tlie 
much desired outlet. The proposition, 
as we understand it, is to build 288i 
miles of road to and from the follow­ 
ing points: From San Luis Obispo to 
Soledad, Monterev county, 114 miles; 
from San Luis Obispo to Santa Bar­ 
bara, 101 miles; from Santa Barbara 
to Sail Buenaventura, 28 miles; from 
San Buenaventura to Lyons’ station, 
Los Angeles county, 45 miles. A mil­ 
lion and a half of dollars will only be­ 
gin to build these roads. The sum is 
barely sufficient to build the first sec­ 
tions, which will of course have to be 
bonded for means to continue the 
work. Tile people of tlie three coun­ 
ties will readily understand that they 
will lose the money they invest in 
bouds, and also the control of the 
roads. The mortgages on the differ­ 
ent branches will soon transfer them 
to other hands. If the roads will be 
worth the money the people are asked 
to give to the cnuuties, the invest­ 
ment is good, but if they will not en­ 
hance the property of private citizens 
in an amount equal to the face of the 
bonds and interest, the enterprise 
should not be undertaken,for as surely 
as it is the road will pass from the 
hands of the people to those of the 
holders of the first mortgage bonds. 


Liabilities and Assets. 
The assignees of Temple «*o W o r k ­ 
m a n ' s bank semi-official IÍ announce 
that the assets of the hank will 
amount to between $600,000 and $700,­ 
000, and that theliabilities will not ex- 
oecd $1,100,000. If these figures are 
correct, and as they appear in the Ex­ 
press, which seems to have been se­ 
lected by the assignees as their ofl'ciil 
organ, we presume they are as fur- 
uished by Messrs. F k k e m a x and 
S p e n c e , It looks at first glance as 
though thecreditorsof the bank would 
receive a fraction over fifty cents ou 
the dollar. But a bettersluAving than 
this must be made or no such per cent, 
will be paid. In the first place a con­ 
siderable proportion of the assets can­ 
not be collected, and in the second 
place a largo share of the indebtedness 
is secured by mortgages and must be 
paid dollar for dollar with accruing in* 
térest. The Express places its own es­ 
timate—which we think no more than 
it is worth, but certainly more than it 
can be made to realize at forced sale- 
on the property of Messrs. TEMPLE & 
W o r k m a n , and after supposing that 
$400,000 may be realized from the 
$600,000 or $700,01X1 hank assets, gives 
^figures showingthe firm possessed of 
$1,370,000assets against $1,100,000 lia­ 
bilities. Assuming that the total lia­ 
bilities and the bank assets are cor­ 
rectly stated, this footing is calculated 
to mislead the creditors of the firm 
The estimate overlooks the fact that 
the real estate is mortgaged for per­ 
haps over half a million dollars, draw­ 
ing Interest at a probable average rate 
of one and one-half per cent, per 
month, all of which must Vie paid in 
full. Beside it is simply folly to ex­ 
pect the land to sell at seventy-five 
per cent, of the price at which it is es­ 
timated, iu order to leach the sum 
named above. If the statement of 
the assignees approximates the assets 
and liabilities given above, it will not 
be satisfactory to the creditors. The 
assets are too small and the liabilities 
too large. People are curious to know 
what lias been done with t he money. 
It lias been stated that the deposits 
amount to $600,000, and the loan from 
Mr. B a l d w i n exceeded $300,000. This 
gives $900,000 cash. Vet we are in­ 
formed that the assets will not exceed ¡ 
$700,imh) and may fall to $600,000. 
What lias become of the remainder of 
the money ? We repeat that deposit­ 
ors will not he satisfied with this show­ 
ing. They may be excused for insist­ 
ing that there is something rotten iu 
Denmark. About tlieonly part of the 
semi-official statement which the Ex­ 
press published last evening that is en­ 
titled t<> t-retiil, is, the intimation that 
not more than half the notes and 
mortgages given as the bank’s assets 
are or will be collectable.

L egislative Proceed lug*. 
S a c r a m e n t o , Jun. 24th.—In the 
Assembly oil Saturday, McConnell’s 
bill to repeal the compulsory educa­ 
tion law was made the special order 
for Wednesday at 2 o’clock. 
Laniliouru’s bill to empower the 
Board of Supervisors of Los Angeles 
county to appoint a Deputy District ! 
Attorney, and to authorize the pay­ 
ment of his salary, was passed. 
Hayiie, of Santa Barbara, gave no­ 
tice of a bill to change the name of 
the town of San Buenaventura to Ven­ 
tura.Hayne introduced a bill to amend 
the Act incorporating the city of San­ 
ta Barbara. Referred to the Commit­ 
tee 011 Corporations. 
In the Assembly to-day, McConnell 
introduced a bill to incorporate the 
city of Anaheim. 
Hayne’s bill concerning the office of 
County Clerk of Santa Barbara is 011 
the Assembly file, with its passage 
recommended by the Judiciary Com­ 
mit te. It maybe some days before it 
will be readied. 
Lambourn’s bill regarding the re­ 
moval of the tax on native grape 
brandy is also on the Assembly tile, 
with the approval of the Committee 
on Federal Relations. 
McConnell’s bill, concerning the ap­ 
pointment of notaries, is 011 tile, 
amended by the Judiciary Committee, 
anJ its passage recommended. 
McConnell’s bill to abolish the State 
Board of Equalization is 011 file for 
passage and engrossment, witli the 
recoinmendution of the Judiciary 
Committee.

S a n F r a n c is c o , Jan. 24th.--Satur­ 
day the United States Marshal arrest­ 
ed Michael Ryan, door-keeper of Ma­ 
guire’s New Theatre, on a charge of 
refusing a colored man admission to 
the theatre. Ryan gave bail in the 
sum of $500 and was released from 
custody. 
A German about 30 years of age, 
named Adolph Wiemer, was found 
dead in his bed at the Swiss Hotel, on 
Commercial street. Clutched in his 
hand and held to ids nose was a bottle 
supposed to contain chloroform. On 
the table in the room were other bot­ 
tles with labels of druggists on them. 
He is supposed to have committed su­ 
icide. 
At two o'clock the committee hav­ 
ing in charge the arrangements for 
the funeral of B. P. Avery, late Min­ 
ister to China, met at the rooms of the 
Art Association. Some discussion was 
had as to where the funeral should 
take ulace, but it was finally decided 
to hold the obsequies at 2 t\ M. on 
Wednesday, from Rev. Dr. Stebbins’ 
church on Geary street. The com­ 
mittee proceeded to the steamer and 
escorted the body to Gray’s undertak­ 
ing warerooms where the remains will 
be transferred toa handsome metallic 
casket. To-morrow the remains will 
be removed to Dr. Stebbins’ church, 
accompanied by a detachment of the 
National Guards and friends of the 
deceased. The Art Association and 
the Academy of Science will attend 
the funeral in a body. 
The Chamber of Commerce will 
meet to-morrow for the purpose of dis­ 
cussing the Hawaiian reciprocity busi­ 
ness. 
Testimony for the defense is still be­ 
ing heard in the Antioch distillery 
case. It is expected that the evidence 
will all be in to-morrow. 
In the case of Wormser Bros, of New 
York, vs. the Bank of California, 
Judge Sawyer rendered a decision this 
morning in favor of the bank on all 
points. The motion to enjoin lhe 
sale of delinquent stock is denied. 
The doorkeeper of the Chinese thea­ 
tre was shot to-night by a Chinaman 
to whom he refused admittance a few 
days ago, and will probably die. 
'Fhe Board of Supervisors this even­ 
ing passed a resolution asking t he Con­ 
gressional delegation to procure the 
passage of an act giving the use of the 
old U. S. Marine Hospital to the La­ 
dies’ Seamen’s Friend Society for a 
sailors’ home. 
Considerable objection is made to 
the almost continuous row of bay win­ 
dows which line Market street ou the 
ground of danger from fire.

They 
state that during the festivities of the 
last Chinese New Year they expended 
over $14,000 for firecrackers alone. 
The weather still threatens rain. 
There is a light wind from the South­ 
East. 
The Antioch distillery case slowly 
drags along. The defense Introduced 
new testimony to-day. 
The Japanese Government has sent 
an order to California for five thorough 
bred stallions and a large number of 
brood mares, to begin a stud farm in 
Japan. 
The schooner Cora lita went ashore 
at Stewart’s Point yesterday, and was 
a total loss. 
To-day in the United States Circuit 
Court the action by the Government 
to recover five per ceut. of the net 
earnings of the Central Pacific Rail­ 
road Company, came up for a trial be­ 
fore a jury.

He 
received an injury which incapacita­ 
ted him from further service on the 
turf on the four-mile heat won by him 
on the Bay District Course on tile 23d 
of October, when he beat Griinstead, 
and made a record for himself of 7:251. 
Previous to the accident lie was val­ 
ued at $15,000.

EA STERN ÍI.W S . 


St. Louis Crooked W hisky. 
St. L o u is, Jan. 25th.—This morn­ 
ing’s Court proceedings had far more 
interest for those who are curious as 
to whisky matters than those of any 
other day since the McKee case open­ 
ed, us there wassupposed to be a vague 
possibility that the case would reach 
an abrupt termination with the ruling 
of the Court on the question announc­ 
ed yesterday. Judge Dillon proceed­ 
ed at once, after ápproval of the min­ 
utes, to announce his decision on the 
pending case which was as follows : 
The evidence of certain witnesses 
have been given going to show con­ 
spiracy between certain citizens of St. 
Louis and the Revenue officers, to de­ 
fraud tiie Government from week to 
week of tlie tax on distilled spirits 
manufactured at their ditilleries. 
The statements of the witnesses 
arc Unit the Government was to 
be defrauded out of its revenue 
in tliis way, viz: One-half of the tax 
on each gallon was to be retained by 
tlie distillers for their share of the 
fraudulent payments, and the other 
half was to go to the revenue officers 
and other conspirators. This scheme 
did not contemplate a single fraudu­ 
lent transaction, confined to one dis­ 
tillery, but extended to nearly every 
distillery iu the city, and was to con­ 
tinue for an indefinite period. This 
scheme waa testified to by Megrue, 
Engelke and Thorpe, all of whom con­ 
fess themselves members of the con­ 
spiracy, and to be under indictment 
for these frauds. The witnesses have 
given evidence which,if true,tends to 
defraud (lie department and the de­ 
fendant as being in the conspiracy, 
which commenced in 
1871 and 
continued till May, 1875, when 
the distilleries were seized and 
criminal prosecutions were soon 
afterwards set on foot. 
Megrue 
testifies that he took charge of this il­ 
legal organization in Sept., 1871, and 
that lie received weekly, every Satur­ 
day, from distillers in the organiza­ 
tion, the amount of stolen tax as his 
interest, and disbursed the half of it 
received by witness to certain parties 
as follows: Money left after paying 
gaugers and store-keepers was divided 
by witness into five packages. 
One 
was given to Joyce, a revenue agent, 
| one-fifth to McDonald, Supervisor of 
Internal Revenue, one-fifth was kept 
by witness, and two-fifths were given 
by witness to one John Leavenworth, 
a gauger, since deceased. 
The share 
o f the witness between September 7 
| and November 12 he states to have 
been about $50,000 or $60,000. 
It is 
now proposed liy the Government to 
ask tlie witness Megure what direc­ 
tions lie gave Leavenworth as to the 
disposition of the packages containing 
the two-fifths; that it is proposed to 
show that he was directed at the 
time by Meguire to pay it to the 
defendant and the Collector of Inter­ 
nal Revenue; to show, furthermore, 
tlie subsequent declarations of Lea­ 
venworth to witness that the money 
intended for McKee, the defendant, 
had in fact been paid to McKee by 
Leavenworth. Judge Dillon contin­ 
ued at some length,when he concluded 
the delivery of his opinion. Witness 
Megrue was indisposed and confined 
to his bed. A carriage, however, was 
sent for him. While waiting for Me­ 
grue Sanford L. Barton was called. 
He testified: I have lived here since 
1871; have been acting as agent for 
Brigham Brothers, at tbe Stone 
Spring distillery; there was not 
much illicit whisky made by us till 
1874, and for about four months 
one-third of our product was crooked; 
The money on illicit whisky was paid 
mostly to Mr. Babb, but some was 
paid to Mr. Crapsy, who succeeded, 
and on one occasion payment was 
made to Everest. We paid all the 
way from $300 to $2,000 per week, and 
when the latter figure was reached 
Bingham ordered the house to shut 
down. Money was sometimes paid 
for other than crooked whisky. We 
paid money to Hoag’s Revenue agent 
who was litre last Winter. He re­ 
ceived two payments of five thousand 
eacii. I suppose to buy off Judge 
Glover. 
Coiiii'caalonal. 
W a s h in g t o n , Jan. 25th.—S e n a t e . 
—Mr. Harveyr moved to take up the 
bill conferring the pre-emption of an­ 
ti-homestead settlers on public lands 
with railroad grants, &c. 
Mr. Morrill, of Vermont, said it was 
a wide sweeping bill, and his colleague 
Mr. Edmund, now absent, had taken 
some interest in it, and he would like 
that the location be not taken until 
his return. A motion to take lip was 
agreed to and Mr. Harvey then ex­ 
plained the operation of the bill. 


Mr. Christiancy said it was essential 
to discover when a land grant became 
operative. 
Mr. Ingalls said previous to the ad­ 
ministration of Secretary Delano, it 
had always been a custom to consider 
the pre-emption lands not withdrawan 
from the market until notice liad been 
received at I lie local land office of 
their withdrawal, and after this notice 
they belonged to the railroad to which 
they had been granted. 
Mr. Sargent said there wore three 
points to be considered. First, when 
the line of railroad is projected; sec­ 
ond, when the surveys are completed 
and the location of the road filed; 
third, when notice of withdrawal of 
the land and line of road is received 
at the local land office. He contended 
that the title did not rest on the rail­ 
road until tlie last notice had been 
received at the local land office. 
The Senators of the East, who sit In 
their comfortable homes, ought to lis­ 
ten to the Senators from tbe West, 
who know what is necessary to protect 
the settlers of the West from the rail­ 
road companies. 
The bill was further advocated by 
Mr. Morton and opposed by Mr. Fre- 
liughuysen. The discussion was con­ 
tinued by Messrs. Bogy, Kelly and 
others. Pending the discussion tlie 
Senate went into executive session 
ai.d then adjourned.
